The U. S. Have a Worthy llepreseu- 
tativo at Three Rivers Who 
Causes Trouble. 

He Seeks to Destroy the Grootl Naine 
^ of that City— Press 
Opinions.

McsTRUAI,, Oct. 11. — Colonel Nicholas 
Smith, the Amcric.in consul ai Three Kiveis, 
is confined to his bed with a severe cold, as 
the result of exposure tbrovsih .having had 
the windows of hia house broken by indig- 
nant citizcua bocauso of his sweeping c.on- 
deiniiatioii of the sanitary condition of that 
town. Col. Srrulh, iu an interview to-day, 
stated that he had made an otiicial report 
of what had taken place to the 
Washington authorities. Mayor Normand, 
of Three Rivers, to-day said that 
policemen were still under orders to par- 
ticularly look out for and prevent any 
further manifestations of violence toward 
th 2 American vice-consul; but no further 
trouble, bo thought, would occur. The 
French jiress are mute on tho aubjeot, and 
ilo not oll'cr any ilcuial of Ciiloiiel Suiil !i'a 
charges. 'I'he Ivit^lish i!cu-.>;]i,i p;'i s, liinv-

The Witni Si .s;'ys : "One sentence in 
Vic:; conMil .'^niith'.s report upon the si>ni- 
lary cooclitiou of 'J'Ince llivcra is a fal-e- 
hood. It gires the .^piiit of the whole 
document a malicious truor. He tlca..-ril)es 
tho cijolera as riilii'g at anchor on our sea- 
board 'I'liere has never been a c.i.'e 
of it in Canadian waters, aiul on the other 
hand, it lias bad its home, both 
at anchor nnd on shore in the 
jurisdiction of Neiv Vork, for weeks. 

The dignified ])roceeding for 'L'hree Rivers 
is to meet each statement made by Vicc- 
Conaul Smith with a direct deidal of it. It 
will then he time tousk for hia rcciill, if, 
indeed, there is not sufficient ground for 
that in his chief utterance, as to cholera on 
our seaboard. That is a slander upon our 
whole Dominion." 

The Star comments on tho affair thus :

it imposed on Chili a minister whom the 
Chileans have begged it to remove. Its 
representative in Copenhugea is seriously 
embarrassed in the performanco of his con. 
sular duties by tho fact that ho ia 
in jiiil for forgery and other swin- 
illinL' act." ; it was represented in 
\ ancouvi'r by im individual who showed 
hia want of tact and sense by publicly in- 
stilling the (^hieeu, and his want of brctcling 
by publicly insulting a lady. It is lepre- 
Hcnied in Thren fiivers, by one Nicholas 
Smith, who would never have lircn hiaril 
of, outside of hia little aphere, had not Iho 
Trilluviaiis descended to break his 
winilowa aa tin acknowledgment of llie 
fact that he bad grossly insulted lliem, 
and in fact all the people of the jirovince, 
in an exceptionally atupid official letter. 
Tho cont rolling object of Sndth'a letter is 
not dillicult to fiuil. If he could only have 
managed to get himself kicked liy the 
Mayor, he would have risen at a bound to 
tho dignity of ii factor in tho electoral fight. 
As Mr. Smith only succeeded in getting ids 
windowB broken, his tlovernmeut should 
remove him aa a failure, 

A dispatch from Three Rivera states that 
Archbishop Lafleche, aa well as tho entire 
clergy of the d'strici, are much iiiceuBed 
ovur what they term Col. Smith's flippant 
reference to tho church's position in times 
of epidomioB, This part of tho vioe.oouaul'B 
report will form the text for a lengthy pas- 
toral letter, shortly to be i.iaued.

He has hia 
stenographer, who will take down the testi- 
mony of v.'itnesaea as to tho criminality of 
the couple. If beaten at the trial, ho will 
take tho atcnographer'a reports to the United 



States and use them aa evidence in a suit 
for divorce. Last Monday Mr. Deacon 
vibiied hia eldest daughter, who ia at aelioul 
in Paria. While ho was with her Mrs. Deacon 
called and waa shown into tlic room. Thcro 
waa a violent scene, in which the daughter 
learned for the first time of the eauso of tho 
trouble between her father and mother. 
Finally Mr. Deacon ordered Mrs. Deacon to 
leave.

GLASGOW'S TEAGEDY. 



A Flenaish Job-Was it th¥\.Wort 
of "Jack the ^ 
Elper?" ^ 

Brutal Mwder and Mutilation of an. 
TJnknown Woman— What the 
ETideuee^hows. 

Glasoow, Ojt. IL- The most horrible 
murder iu tho criminal history of this eity 
was committed l iat night at \\ ea'; Lodge, a 
villa on lliu Albert Road, in I'olloksfield, 
on Iha outskirts of Glasgow. A woman, 
still unidentified, was mutilated after the 
method of "-Jack-the-Ripper," waa disem- 
bowelled and tho piccea of her body buried 
in the villa garden. Mcliwan, the gardener, 
has disappeared. West I.iodge is one of the 
finest suburbs of Glasgow, and ia surrounderl 
by a garden, some 125 feet deep on every 
side. McEwau, with the assist- 
ant gardener, MoDougall, lived in 
separate houses, and when not busy 
at the villa did odd jobs, in the 
iieiL'hborbood. He is a native of County 
Down, Ireland, ia about 30 years of age and 
although ocoaaionally a heavy drinker, has 
borne a good reputation. He is a man of 
great physical strength. 

At tix o'clock, this morning, MoBongaU 
knocked at MeEwan's door, to wake him, 
as he has done for the last six years. Mo- 
F.wun responded with unusual promptceis, 
"All right, Tom, I won't get up yet; I am 
tired.'' MoDougall went away and worked 
in the gardenj'untilnine o'clock, when he 
returned to aroiise MoEwon. His knocks 
were not answered and he forced open 
the door. He found the walls, coiling, 
furnituro and floor spattered profusely with 
blood. The clothes on the two beds were 
scattered over the floor and wero sprinkled 
with blood. Red finger marks streaked the 
side of tho beds and the door. There was 
not a piece of furniture or an article of 
clothing which waa not blood-stained. Mo- 
Dougall ran to the police station and gave' 
the alarm, and ofScerswent at once to West 
Lodge. 

From the room they followed a bloody trail 
to four fresh mounds in the llowor garden. 
In a bed where the plant had been removed, 
about", two feet below the surface, they 
fouiul a mutilated hand and tho unjointed 
arm of a woman. In another similar bed 
iliey uncovorcil tho trunk. It was absolute- 
ly devoid of all iuLernal orgaiis. Bcnido- 
ilie trunk waa the woman's left arm, alao 
unjointed. In another flower bed, they 
found t ha misairig organs and the legs, uu - 
joinieil, !;a were tho arms. The trail led: 
from this last bed to a tool house. Thece^ 
uiuler a pile of rubliish and tools, was tf' 
blHcuii box containing a fragment of a large 
saw, tho teeth still clotted with flesh and 
blood and several smaller pieces' of tho 
woman's body. The police say t4)at the 
box was used by MoEwan in transferring 
tho limbs and organs from his room 
to the garden, A Bearoh. of Mc- 
lOwan'a room reveikd several razors appar- 
ently unused for some time and an axe, 
recently washed, but atill showing slight 
blood stains. MoDougall was unable to 
give any information ns to McEwan or the 
disposition of the body, for he was working 
al the lime on the opjiosite side of tho 
house, as waa shown by the fresh lurned 
earth. Ho believes that when he knocked 
al o'clock, McEwan wua carving up the 
body, aa McEwan's voice indicated th&t he 
was wide awake. 

As fur aa can be judged from tho muti- 
lated Temains of the body, Mel'Avau'a vic- 
tim was robust, of medium height, and 
ubout thirty or thirty- live years of age. 
Her clothing was well made and of good 
material. MclOwaii probably took her 
to the house after o'clock, for at 
that time MoDougall called on him 
and found him alone. This ia tho 
last lime McEwan was seen by any- 
body near West Lodge. How and when 
MclOwan induced tho woman to enter tho 
house with him, and what was his motive 
in the murder, aro mysterious. It was re- 
ported immediately after the newa ot the- 
murder that McEwan was "Jack-the- 
Ripper," and that at tho time of the " Rip- 
per" murders, ho Was absent from Glas- 
gow, but these reports aro discredited. 
The police aay that Mid'.wan had but little 
money, and will aeon lie captured. Tho 
woman's body has been put together aa well 
UB possible, and now lies at the morgue 
awaiting identification.

Rivera. The pcoplo are so indignant that 
tho windows in tho American conaura ollice 
were smashed. The row broke out late .Sat- 
urday night while tho consul was in bed. Tiio 
mobnambered2000. Assoonasthefirstattack 
was made Col. Smith strongly barricaded 
every entrance and succeeded in keeping 
the mob out, but a shower of stones smashed 
every window in the residence. The police 
forco was sent to the rescue and dispersed 
tho moll, which gathered again on tho pub- 
lic square and burned Col. Smith in efiigy. 
In the early morning another attack was 
made on the house, but a strong cordon of 
police surrounded it and tho intended vie- 
till! escajifd. The French Canadian press 
all over the jnovinc • has taken tho matter 
np, and Consul .Smith's recall ia demanded. 
Consul N'icliot.is Smith married a daughter 
of t^io late Horace (Ireeley. Ho was ap- 
pointed to llie consulate at Three Rivera in 
1SS9.

Several yeAra ago, aliont two weelia after 
a lioat load of horses aunk on the Oliio rirer, 
it camo to tho aurfuco and iloateil. I'eople 
thought it strange that this ho^t should 
come up after ainking. The (Irant boys are 
Yankees, and they investigated. They 
found that tbo bodiea of tlie drowned horses 
had bloated in the cnmmonplaco way, and 
in ao doing expelled tho water, or enough of 
it from tho hulk to allow it to float. That 
was all there was to it. 

Finally the hoys c&mo to thii coast nnd 
found many sunken vessels, together with 
reports of niauy others olscwliere, somo of 
which were to bo raised at an cxpen-io of 
5100,000 and upwards, bub tho bulk of 
which could nover bo recovered owing to 
the enorinoua cost of raising them accord- 
ing to all known methods. Tho boy« eked 
out a hand to mouth oxistcuco until they 
demonstrated that sunken veaaols could be 
raised by their collapsible cylinder deiice. 
Then thoy had all the money ond all tho 
notoriety they wanted. 

Tho Poat Intelligencer givea tho plana of 
tho company a column in its iasuo of Mon- 
day, and in conclusion h'lS tho following :

"Why," said ho, "we worked tho col- 
lapsiljle cylinder business twenty years ago 
in San Francisco, and ofted adopt tho 
method still when the object to be raised is 
amall. It worka very well on a little wreck, 
but anyone who would try it ou an object 
the San Pedro'asizo end weight wpuld have 
hia labor for hia pains. Certainly no con 
tract has been given the Grant ^brothers to 
lift the big collier. Our work is going on 
night and day and we are satiefied with the 
progress we aro making from day to day."

All points of view in the harbor and 
along the bay, the upper stories and roofs 
of all the great buildings in the city, »nd 
both shores of the Hudson were thronged 
with spectators. iShortly after 10 a stcuni 
tug loft tlie barge ofiicc, liaving on board 
the committee of tho naval parade and dis- 
tinguished guests who incluiled Viee-l'resi- 
dout Morton, Secretaries Charles Foster of 
the treasury, Tracy and Assistant Secretary 
I'oley of the nuvy, tlovernor Flower and 
personal atuir luul other dignitaries.

was led by the United States squadron 
tuider the command of Commodore H. Ur- 
tcn, and comprising the Philadelphia, tho 
cruiser' Atlanta, the dynamite cruiser Vesu- 
vius, the dispatch boat Dauphin, and the 
torpedo boat Gushing. Tho Italian iron- 
clad Giovanni Bousbbu and theFrenoh men- 
of-war Arcthuse and Enasard, were given 
the positions of honor immediately behind 
the American squadron. On board the 
( liovanni ISouasan were Counts Tignatelli, 
specially representing King Humbert and 
tlie Italian loyal luniily. and Giusc[ipi 
Noiiati, lepresenting the Italian Govern- 
ment. The parade was divided into two 
sections, embracing the parade ^iropcr and 
the escorting llect. In one were the shipa 
of the line and in the other were the civilian 
conlingent. The ships of war of the Uniled 
States with tlic visiting vessels, after form- 
ing iu two lines proceeded through the nar- 
rows, headed by the torpedo boat Gushing. 

• TjaK FLAaSUIP PHIMl>HLrHIA 

headed the starboard column, followed by 
the Dolphin and yesuvias, and a special 
ilivision I'f chartered steamers. The second 
divisioi' was under Oommandcr E.^Morgan, 
oftheNcwYoik Yacht club. The fourth 
division comprised the Staten Island, Brook- 
lyn and Nor h Klvcr ferry boats. Tho 
other six were niiseellaneous steamers and 
tugs. Tlie Mlantouomah headed the port 
cdiiuin, followed by theAtluiiti and lllake. 
The three ato'imers of tlie eoiiimillei' fi II in 
nftcr the war vessels and beaded the coliinin 
of the e jeoi ting lleet. Tlie war shipa passed 
through I bo two lines of escorting merchant 
vi!?;iels Htatimied with the bead of the lines 
»L Governor's and liedlof's islands. 'J'he 
iiii'i ehantiiRU fell in Indiind the warships, 
while the i:i)iaingi;iit of yaelits followed in 
o.'dur uiuK'i' the eiunmand of viec-Conimo- 
dore .Morgan, of the New York N'aehl eluli. 
As the war ships paaaed h'orls Wadswortli 
and Lafayette, the guns of these forts 
boomed out. 

A NATIONAL SALUTE 

of 21 guns, which was taken up by the 
Philadelphia, and under its lead, by other 
vessels of the squadron, and returned by 
the visitors. The roar of the great guns 
was deafening and continuous. Passing 
Govcrnor'a Island another national welcome 
of 'Jl guns burst from the ruddy walls of 
Castle William and were again echoed back 
by the lleet. The proeession moved |up the 
North river to a stake boat oil' the site of 
the Grant iiioiiiinient, \vliere a turn M'as 
made and tlie eourse retraeeil. T!ie bank of 
the river for the entire distance was black 
with spectators, and almost every ve,-sel 
came iu for its share of greeting. 'The city 
fire department, repre.ieiited by a llotilla 
of fiie-boatH, was especially well reeeived.

THE NEW WORLD. 

To-day is the four hundredth unnivctEary 
of the discovery of America, roiir hundred 
yeara ago this continent, from tho Arctic 
circle to Cupo Iloni, was the abode of tribes 
tnoro or less barbaroua. 

It ia hard for us in these days to imagine 
what this world would be lilie without 
America. The influence of this conticent is 
now felt in every part of the civilized world, 
and wli vfc 13 (Ida ; on it tnSuences, to a very 
oo:ioi(I'Miilile extent, tlio governments of tho 
whole family of nations. 

Since America has been diecovercd new 
natioua have sprung into existence in tho 
Western hemisphere. These are oQshoots of 
the nations of the Old World, it ia true, but 
each of them lias a di.stinolivc cliaracter, 
and its difforciiot; from \U; mothi'r country 
cm bo cattily discenied. It, ia unneces- 
sary to apcalc of tlie change.1 whi ;li e!vil i/.a- 
tion baa niado ou thia continent since 
it was discovered by Christopher 
Columbus. It soon became tlie 
home of the most enterprising citi/.ons 
of the inost enterprising nations of tlio 
world, and it is tliereforo no wonder that 
the Ljfowtli of tin; coiiiniuuitics that settled 
in dilTerenl parla of it has been rapid and 
that the work they have done is truly 
marvellous. The successors of the die- 
covcrera of America have spread over tho 
ooutiuent until now it is feared by aonie 
timid soula that there is no room left for 
frohh acceasiona to ita population from over 
the aea. 

tBace problems, social problems, ond poli- 
"tical problems, of surpassing interest have 
been worked out and arc being worked out 
•on thia continent of America. It ia here 
that tlie Anglo-Saxon race liaa proved itself 
to be the greatest eo'oniaer that the world 
has ever aecn. The men of that race and 
the men who have Anglo-Saxon blood in 
their veins have more readily than the men 
of any other race adapted themselves to tho 
oircumbtanc-j:i of the new country. They 
have, too, ahovvn a capacity for Bclf-govern- 
mont that has surprised the whole civilized 
•,7orld. 

Tho first settlers in tho New World were 

perforce obliged to govern themselves. Tho 
Anglo-Saxon ia almost inttinutively the 
enemy of la'A'lesamsa, and the laily ti-ttlcra 
soon learned to excrcina civic virtiiea anil to 
adiiiiiiif:tcr jiiatice in a rude but i ll'cctive 
manner. In process of time these workera 
ia the wilderness, without any of the aids 
that wore considered neceaaary to stable, 
well-ordered government in the nationa 
from which they sprang, formed theiindvcs 
into organized coninniiiilics, in which law 
was tnprciiii,'. And lliry i:i ))n)Ci:sH of lime, 
without kinga and courts, without a heredi- 
tary, nobility, without a standing army, and 
-without an established Church, grew Into a 
great nation and into an immense self- 
governing colony. In America the people 
havo proved their abilily and vindicattrl 
the right of the people to govern tliem- 
aelvoa. Wo qucation if iu the whole of 
Kucope, with its centuries of experience and 
training, there are five millions of people 
bettqr governed, exerciaing greater freedom, 
and eiijoying life ir.oro than tho inhabitants 
of this Dominion of Canada, rude, rough 
and democratioi though they are said to be. 



Aa to the aixly odd millions of United 
States citizena who are their neareat neigh- 
bora, they require no one to hpoak for them. 
They can with very pardonable pride point 
to what they have accomplished, and direct 
attention to what they have become, and 
oonlidcntly expect to be regarded by tho 
nationa of the Old World with envy and 
admiration. 

1'he men of tho Anglo-Saxon raco on thia 
continent havo not attained porfculiuu 
citlier social or political. There is .much in 
the body politic and much in tho social 
atrueturo to improve, but notwithatundiug 
tho bhuidera they have made and their many 
imperfeclioiiH, they have the satisfaction 
of luiiiwiiig tliat the experiiiicnl, that they 
have tried, and aro btill trying, bus been 
beneficial to mankind, and that people 
everywhere aro tho bettor for the measure 
of success they have attained. 

(;real lirltain, and particularly Old Eng- 
land, should look with coiiiplaeeiicy on tho 
;;r(i\vtli ami prngiiss of the great North 
American comiiuiuilica. If it were only 
that she has given a l<tnguago to the people 
dwelling between the uninhabitable regions 
of tho northern part of the Centincnt and 
the (!u!f of .Mexico, she baa good reason to 
be proud. Thia, when we comu to think 
of it, is a wonderful thing for so small a 
country to do. But she bus done more 
than this on this Continent and olso ivhere. 
Not only do niilHona in distatit countries 
speak her language, but they adopt her 
laws ami her iii:-titutioii3 uilli hardly sulli- 
cient modilicatioiia to suit tho ciream- 
.stances of the new life in the new country. 
They inherit from hor, too, their unquench- 
able love of liberty and their capacity for 
aelfgovernment. 

Oilier races besides the Anglo-Saxon 
planted colonies in America, but their pro- 
gress, though great and cheering, has not 
been so wonderful aa that of the Aiigio- 
Siixou communities. Men of the Latin 
taations have not proved to be as good colo- 
nists as the British but they have founded 
nationa both in North ar,d .Smith America 
which have attained a liitJi degree of pros- 
perity. The chief want, of tliei-e South .md 
Central American ii^t • Kjiiieiila has been tho 
capacity to govern themselves. But partial 
though the success of some of them baa 
been they have far outgrown tho nationa 
to which they owe their origin. 

Columbus was a great man and a far- 
seeing man, but ho could iiavc no coucep- 
tinn of what tha wild country which be 
discovered would become iu a very feu- 
centuries. Ho regarded the Kew World 
chiefly as tributary to the greatness and 
wealth of a fuw countries of the Old World. 
He probably did not imagine that tho land 
bo had discovered would in proce.sa of timo 
be the homo of nations far greater in tiuni- 
bera and in wealth than those which in his 
days were considered great and powerful. 
Like many another, Columbus worked far 
better than he knew. 



A GREAT UyntlRTAKING. 

Tho committee appointed by tho Na- 
tional Nicaragua Canal Convention has 
issued an address to the American people, 
giving them information aa to the feasibility 
of the Nicar.igiia Canal and its coir.inercial 
and other advantages. The Americana will 
be very dull or very inattentive if they are 
not convinced by this address that it is to 
their interest to make every efibrt to have 
tho canal finished at the earliest possible 
day. 

Tho committee sliowa Gral that the canal 
ia by no means a gigantic work. It will be 
lOlli milea long, it ia true, but by far the 
greater part of the length isa natural water- 
way. Tlieru will bu only 'ili'i' milea of exca- 
vation. The real canal work ia this short 
cutting and a nnmbtr of locks where the 
natural waterw-ay begins and where it ends. 
Vesaela entering tho so-called canal will sail 
on the Nicaragua Lake and the San .loan 
river for 1429 milea. If the whole IG.'i 
miles hud to be cut throut;h it would be 
folly to Hjieak of tlie canal at all, but the 
river and lake are so situated that tho 
coi.tiiioiit can be crossed alinosL altogether 
by their meana, ahd it ia really to utilize 
them that tho canal is cut. 

One consequence of there being so much 
river and lake anil so little canal ia that tho 
ci):jt iif the cnnal when completed, haibor 
works, locka and all, will be only one bun- 
dred milliona of ilollarH. Thia ia a com- 
paratively small sum to complete ao groat a 
work as connecting the Atlantic with 
the FaciGc by a ship canal, for 
it must bo remembered it is intended to 
lloat tho largest ships fully laden through 
tlii.i canal. 

Tlie coiiimitt<'e ahowa w hat great distances 
this canal will save. San I'Vancisoo, for 
instance, ia now, by way of Cape Horn, 
15,000 miles distant from New York. When 
the Nicaragua Canal is constructed it will 
bo only ■1,'M'i miles. Any man who ia'ac 
(piaiiiled with the rcaourcea of tho Pacific 
Coast states and proviiicea and who has any 
idea of the poasibilitioB of coniinerce, can see 
what this saving of distanca means to every 
town, village and settlement on this side of 
the continent. Whou that canal is opened, 
us it is certain to bo before very long, tho 
whole commerce of the Faoifio , Coast will 
be revolutionized. Every reaourpe tho re-

gion possessea will bo doubled and moro 
than doubled in value. 

From Now York to Piiget Sound by way 
of Magellan ia 13,0!jo miles; through tho 
Nicaragua Canal it will bo 0,005 miles. 
The consideration of this fact must opeu up 
to every reflecting British Columbian, a 
bright prospect. Another fact still more 
aignificanl ami , if iH):;?ible, of greater im- 
portanee to lliiti.hii C'olunibia, ia that the 
distance from Liverpool to. San Francisco will 
bo lessened by the canal from 15,020 niites 
to 7,C27 miles. A canal that reduces tho 
diataneo between Victoria and (Jrcat llrit- 
ain to one half of what it ia now- will be a 
boon of immense value to ita inluiliitiuils. 
The eoiisequeiicoa of iho change aro dillicult 
to imagine, bub ihey will, without doubt, 
bo very great and far-reaohlng. 

Tho committec|i!alou1ates that tho revenue 
of tho canal will bu .51-2.000,000 a year, and 
thia, at the moderate charge of two dollara 
ft ton moasurcmoiit. The probability is 
that the reveiuic will far exceed this. 'I'lie 
income of tho Suez canal but u very few- 
years after it was opened was far more than 
tho most sanguine estimate of its projectors. 

The expenao of operating and maintain- 
ing the canal is calculated to be l?l ,IIUl),0(m 
a year, so that if the tradic turn out to be 
what tho coniinittoe bclievo it will lie, the 
canal will cloor §11,000,000 a year.

Meana 
will, therefore, bu found to build it. If the 
American people will nob contribute the 
money to do the work, the capital will be 
found on the other tide of the Atlantic, and 
the United States will, for want of enter- 
])i iac and foresight, lose a golden opportun- 
ity-

Speculiitiou as to tho Ciiusc of Death 
—Murder, Siiicltlo or 
■ ' ■ Accident 



Winn Philip Chalk went out into the 
timber to cut semo wood, yeaterday morn- 
ing, he little thoilght of tho strange find 
which would reward his industry. 

IIo entered the bush oil' the Gorge road, 
between the two bridges and not far from 
tlio Methodist church, and was about to 
commence work, when lie waa attracted by 
a strong smell in ihu vicinity. This was of 
so peculiar a nature- that he resolved to in- 
vestigate. Passing into a tangled thicket 
of uuderbrush and fallen trees, he came 
upon the body, or what had been tho body, 
of a man lying in the mud. 

A glance showed lliat the corpse was in 
an advaiiced stage of decomposition, and 
Philip lurned and tied from the ghastly 
sight. Hastening to the city, bo told the 
police of Ids discovery, and olliuer Abel waa 
sent out to locate the spot and tuko charge 
of the riinains. 

The boily was found lying in the mud, 
partially on the aide, the face turned 
downward i.iui the hands doubled under the 
the body. The fei:t were somewhat higher 
than the remainder of the body and were 
resting on a limb v/hieli projeuted from a 
fallen tree near by. 

Cioao lo the right side waa an imitation 
alligator Icutlier valise, riuteu with the 
damp of niontha. The color cf the clothing 
on the body had evidently been rather light, 
hut hud changed by exposure to a browu 
hue. A hiauk waiorpruof overcoat euvcl- 
o|)ed the upper part of the body, and a pair 
of heavy woollen mittens were still clinging 
iu broken shreds to the mouldering hands. 
A silk skull cap was drawn down tight over 
the head and from beneath this tho short 
grey liuir protruded. A dark soft felt hat 
lay on tho ground near by. 

When the body waa turned over it waa 
seen that in one hand there had apparently 
been clasped a .'IS c.d. aelf-aeting revolver, 
in which Imt one cartridge remained. This 
was in t he lourlh cbainiier from tho ono 
on which the hammer was resiing. 

In the overcoat was a boltle eontainiir.; 
a liijuid which gave out a faint smell ol 
ammonia, in tlie gUe:!) being blown the name 
of "Cam|ibell — Druggist, Victoria," and a 
phyaician'a visiting eaae containing a iinui- 
ber of siindl ))!iials, which are more or less 
filled with varimi-s powders. 

lu the valise wab a pair of rubber shoos, 
some aucka and several small memorandum 
books, a pair of carpet slippers, and a small 
wlnsk in a case. 

In other pockets were found two oO cent 
pieces, two ten cent pieces iind one live cent 
piece ; a silk h uulkereliief, u leather pocket 
book and a number of papers. In addition 
to these were two watehea, ono an ordinary 
hunting case silver watch and the other a 
lady's silver ohatclainc. 

Among the papers was a medical diploma 
bearing the words, "Collegium Mcdicin 
lIoinccopathictB Novum Eboracenso." Thia 
had been issued to J. W. Conrad Cox, of 
London, England, and bore the date of 
March 1, 1S70. 

A number of blank herd book certificates 
for Jersey animals ; a loaae between James 
Cox, of Prooklyn, and Whealon Biranlt, of 
the same place, on Bome real estate located 
in Landis, Cumberland county, N. J., and 
an envelope bearing in the corner tho fol 
lowing card :

Tuo of them wire nearly blank, 
as fiir as could be ."-efn through the iiiilileu', 
and the lliiid ennliiimil a iiimilirr of notes 
on niedieal suhjrcts .such mi a physichui 
might make from time to time in the coiir.n' 
of Ilia pr.ictice. 'The ot her articles were of 
minor impoi lance 

Now collies the iliUleull question of how 
the body cinie in lliis localiiy, and how it 
coulil have lain so long witlnut discovery. 
Near where ihel'ody \ras fuund is a large 
fallen slump and two small trees. The 
boily was lying ill such away aa to aiiggeat 
that iu falling biiekwaid he hail tried to 
e.tic'i at oiir of the Miiall t l■e(^s lo .s.ive hiin- 
aelf fiom ialliiig. The li.il found neur the 
body hub two holes iliroiigli the cr.,wii, 
which somcwh it iesemble liullet holes. 

How Dr. Cox met his death and how the 
body came where it was found by Chalk 
remain mysteries not easy of solution. 'The 
Miat theory aoggntcd, that of suicide, hiia 
to recoinmeiid it the fact of the finding of 
the revolver eloso at hand, also the fact 
that very little money was found in the 
various pockets, the dead man- having evi- 
dently been a person of some means and 
prominence, Thoso who hold to the suieido 
idea, work it out, that coming Weat to 
better his fortunos, and failing so to do, 
the doctor sought a plaeo where his body 
would long reiiiain uiidiscovereil, and theie 
ended his ex isli nce. 

The accident theory conn a next, and 
(iiiils many friends, who think that in all 
likelihood the doctor waa i iijoying a walk 
and happening upon a tquirrel, or some 
sueli game, jumped the fence ami went after 
it with Ilia revolver for sport's Hake, trij)- 
ping upon the fallen limb and accidentally 
shooting himself. 

Then thoro are othera who think that a 
deliberato murder bus been committed, 
either u murder for tho purpose of robbery 
or one for which a motive has been fur- 
nished in some chapter of Dr. Oix's life, 
which is a sealed volume to Victorians. 
Tliey point to the fact of tho body having 
been found whore it could hardly have fal- 
len had accid.nt bi'cn the e uik; of death, 
but where it might veiy prohaldy have been 
put by a per. oii nir;ioua to conceal u daa- 
tiinlly crime. It uonhl appear from tho 
valise, the skull e.ip, ele , that tho doctor 
was travelling at the lime he met hia death, 
and that liidiig the ea-e, tlie mystery be- 
comes even morn ib ep. Wies tho murder 
committed in the eity or on some train or 
Bleauiboat, and Ihe body botUO tO the apot 
where it waa found ? 

Of course it seems strange that; no rn- 
quiriea have been tnstiluted for the 
dead man during uU the uonlhs his body 



has.laiU'Uuder that clump of tangled bushes, 
but that is not the only strango feature of 
what all niust admit is a'^very myslcriouh- 
case.

AN INVESTIGATION 



Into the Circiimstaucos AtteuGiuer the 
Drowning of Mrs. Pope 
and Cliild. ; ' 

Tho Boat Smashed by the "Rithet's" 
Wheel— A Row Into the Jaws 
of Doath. 



The ollioial investigntion, ordered by the 
Minister of Marine, into the circumstances 
attending tho death of Mrs. ,lohn Pope and 
her child while atiempting to board the 
steamer R. P. Rithet off Village Bay, was 
yesterday commenced before Capt. Gaudin 
in his olDcos' Cuatoma House. About a 
score of witnesses are to ho, exaii.ined, and 
it is expected that the enipiiry will cttend 
over a few daya. Jseither -Mr, Pope nor tho 
C. P. N. Co. wero yeaterday professionally 
represented, while the evidence was being 
taken, each witness telling his' plain, un- 
varnished tale without interruption. The 
eviileuoe was taken down by Capt, Gaudin 
and his clerk, and will be forwarded to 

Ottawa. 

.Ml'. .Icihn I'd])" was the lir.sl witness. He 
depo.-'i.'d thai, on tlie 'Joth .May last liimself, 
his wife, child and -Mr. Deacon rowed out 
from Village Hay to bourd the C. P. N. 
steamer li. P. liithet. When tho steamer 
appr.ued they sit;imlled her, and she 
wliislled, bill did not 'dow down until ihe 
boat was close up. Tlien the cnglnea were 
reveised, and the .sttamer swung rouiul on 
top of the boat, drawing her under, and 
drownirg .Mrs. Pope iiid chihl. 

"1 was twice under llie wheel," con- 
tinued the witness; " \vhen J came up tin; 
tir.st time 1 was heal down by the w heel. 
After I came up the .secomi lime, 1 stiueiv 
out, and heard soiiie one s,i,y, "catch ou to 
the life preserver," which 1 aflerwards 
learned was thrown by one of tin; passen- 
gers, a -Mr. Bennett. A boat was Ihui 
lowered (1 ihoughl it took ab.iiil iwenly 
niiiuitis to lower her) and .Mr. G. Cowie 
and Mr. Rosa helped lo pull me into the 
boat. I did not apeak or sJiout to anyone 
on board tho steamer previous to the col- 
lision; it happened so iiuick. I di.l not 
hear anyone on hoard the steamer shout lo 
us. The wheel of the steamer .strnekrnir 
boat on tho side, and I I'&ve every reason to 
believe that it struck my wife. 'J'ho wheel 
revolving gave tis no show to save ourfelvea. 
I had embarked in a small boat from Village 
Bay frequently before this occasion. Mr. 
Deacon had beebpnilod on board the steamer 
before I was rescued. The steamer wa: 
coming down at a very fast rate. It is ciis 
toinary to boaid tho steamor in a small bo.it 
from Village P ly."

P. Kithet, deposed that he left Victoiia in 

charge of the' Hld]i ut 7:o4 a, in. on the L',"ith

'.lillJ for two boaii coming' alongside — wind

"1 took the gl.rs.'^es," continued tlie cap 
tain, ".ind s,iw a man Mandiiig up in ilie 
boat, Bignalling with his liai or bandkrr- 
chief. I iinaweied the signal by blowing 
the whistle, ahnved down Iho engines, and 
stoiijied, 1 was getting near the boat w lien 
the steamer lujt steering way, and 1 then 
backed the engines to biing her stern lo tiie 
wind. I'ho boat was coming atraight to 
the hleamer, and I warneil them to keep 
b.ick. The boat wrs then about LilJd feel 
oil', and the- wind was blowing the steamer 
towards the leef. Tho man did 
not liced my warning, but c-ire 
along, although 1 noticed the lady 
in the boat, motioning him to keep back. 
From the ]iilot hou'-e 1 lost sight of the boat 
for a wdiile, anil when the .Mcaincr was 
atoi>ped from drifting I stopped the engines 
and ent|Uireil of tho two iiieii ut the gang- 
way if tho boat wos alongside. I at first 
received no answer, but afterwards one of 
the men said he could not- see her. One of 
the men then told me that ho thought the 
li iat bad gone round the stern, on the other 
side. I crossed the pilot house, and, look- 
ing out, saw a man in tho ' water, on the 
port quarter, and a life buoy being thrown 
to him. I then ordered a boat to bo low- 
ere 1 and manned, whicli was iiromplly 
done. While lowering the boat Deacon was 
pull' il ulori;: ide witli the iie.iTiug line. .Mr. 
Pope Wi-.s pn ki"l up !>>■ the boat, ami every 
DIM w.is lont.ing abi'Ul for the 1 uly and 
child, as from t he wri/'.'k;iue about it w.is 
evident that the boat li.ul been sm.ishcd. 
Xo li.iee was found of thi n., and nflec iiov- 
ering about for an hour llu,' teareh v.'ioi 
abandcuied, and the turvivois landed at 
Village li.iy. 

"When i warned th-hnat to keep back 
she was between the .s:eanier.ind l'!nteri)risi.' 
reef, abreast of ihe piioi liouse. The 
steamer was about two cables oil' the reef, 
Tho object of bringing iho stern to the 
wind was to keep her straight. 
It was just aa smooth on 
one side of the aleanier a.i on the other, so 
thai there could be no object in her cross- 
ing Ihe steamer. 1 spoke lo young Deacon, 
anil aaked him what possessed him to run 
so close until the elcamer was stopped, and 
ho said he did not know." 

N. F. Bishop,' Purser of the Rithet, 
described the accident as witnessed by him. 

Andrew Irving, Quarter-master on the 
Kithet, deposed that he was engaged on 
board the Steamer and saw the small boat 
cmitaining the Pope party put off from the 
shore, but no white flag was shown until 
the boat was well out. The steamer was 
then htopjied, and was bucking when the 
boat got close np. The captain sung out 
lo him to ki'cp oil' until the steamer could bo 
atO|)ped. The small boat did not appear to 
take any notice, but kept coming ahead 
until it got under lh(! wheel. Wilncsa was 
at the gangway, and seeing tlint the boat 
had got foul (d' the wlieol, and thai in:c of 
the parly was in the water, throw a beuv- 
ing line out. The man in ih.e water caught 
on lo it, and was taken aboard. A boat 
was then lowered from the upjicr deck, 
and manned by four men. They picked 
n[i .Mr. Pope, and looked round in vain 
for the lady and ebihi. The steamer lay 
around for umiie lime, bul saw nothing of 
the missing ones. 

In reidy to Capt. ( lundin, vvitneaa said, 
that in his opinion, if proper cvro had lieen 
taken by those in the boat they could have 
kept clear of the atoamer's wheel. 

Ilobert Hunter, another of tho crow of 
the lillhet, corroborated the evidence of ihe 
lust witness, adding tliat the Binall boat was 
about 00 yards away when tho engines wero 
stopped. Those in the small boat did not 
stop pulling untiUhey came right up. 'Ihoy 
were called upon to stop pullini;, and hdd 
they done so the accident would not have 
happened. Capt, Jagers had warned Mr. 
Pope on previcua occiision.s not to pull so 
close, and Mr. I'ope reiilied that he was 
able to manage his own boat. It only took 
about two or thrco minutos to lower tho 
ship's boat. '
